This town has a lot of secrets, I guess, and some things just don't

You say "baseless", I wonder if your unit has the 
originals in it (My URM-25D is neatly tucked away under a layer of dust 
waiting for its turn in the surgery so I don't have an "eyeball" on the 
issue). But wait! My Chicago Miniature Lamp Works catalog says a 112 is a 
1.2 volt, 220 mA with a GTL-3 miniature screw base. The same catalog says 
a 3 volt, 190 mA, T-1-1/4 bulb special screw base is a 325. The same lamp 
with wire leads is a 324. Does anyone know if there are URM-25D's with 


"baseless bulbs" (how many sailors does it take to screw in a pilot lamp?)?

And good fun was had by all. Not exactly down to the low standards of most 


SWL entertainment (like Art Bell, Bill Cooper and Gene Scott..... ;)) but a 
charming time nonetheless. I missed about the first hour, but there was a 
very homey kinda conversation with honchos and not-so-honchos of this 
windswept isle, as well as some music (along the lines of Lee Ann Rimes) and 
lots of call-ins from the US, Canada and Europe. My feeling is that if you 
are gonna have an SWL event, this is the one to have, and keep it scarce 
(once a year) to keep the extra-special interest up. 


Who the heck is Euro-geek? 


Mandatory BA observations: Used the 80 ft long wire. Came in fairly 
clearly, with some fading, on a variety of receivers until the last 40 
minutes or so (5:30 local time) when the sodium street lights started coming 
on. Despite it being SSB (USB, 11092.5) the SX-42 and NC183D did well, for 
a while something like S5, as well as the NC2-40D (though not so strong). 
Couldn't get enough BFO injection on the Comet Pro for a reasonable signal, 
but the HQ129 and (of course) the 180 did very nicely. Toward the end, when 
the seas started getting a bit rough, I hauled out the Big Gun, which was 
something of a revelation. The (Collins) R390A pulled things right out of 
the mud when the rest (including a couple of unnamed rice boxes) were 
barely audible. For a while the CV-591 SSB unit helped out, but about 20 
minutes after I turned it on, it lost a filter cap :(. I switched over to 
the 390A audio (w/BFO) and it sounded pretty darned good, right up to the 
"God Save the Queen". Regrettably couldn't use the R4B, no crystal for that 
band. That would have been interesting.

Perhaps the level of internal noise is so 
lo in the RA-17 that the barely detectable signal is able to rise above it. 
Certainly, we have all heard about the level of noise in the HF-1000...it's 
true, there is considerable digital hash in the speaker amp circuit (less in 
the ‘phones circuit). The 7030, however, is considerably quieter. 


I was using a homebrew T2FD resonant at 5.5 MHz, connected to all the radios 
using a (gasp) solidstate 8-set coupler. The antenna is conencted to the 
coupler thru an MFJ tuner. 


Was able to get fairly reliable copy during the last hour or so. Taped on 
cassette and recorded on MD (just to CMA, eh?)...will be running the audio 
thru some DSP software on the PC to see how much more can be recovered. Will 
post some snippets here (before and after) once a reasonable time has passed 
for QSLing :).

When I first pulled one of these, I thought it had a base. But it turned 
out to be a nifty (that's a Canadian technical term) little multi-part 
holder at the heart of which is what looks like a grain of wheat bulb. The 


two leads are sort of pressed between various parts of the holder. 


My problem is that the bulbs are intermittent. Corrosion seems the likely 
culprit, but these are fragile wee things and I thought it would be useful 
to know that I could find a spare before I delve into the problem, with the 
possibility of destroying a bulb accidentally. 


It wouldn't surprise me at all that there were different lamp versions 
supplied along the way. The arrangement I have would be expensive to produce. 


The bulb looks like the type 634 shown on page 75 of Mouser Catalog 594. 
But the circuit has each of them in series with a 16 ohm resistor, thus 
they are running at about 3 volts, 190ma. The 6 volt type 634 (Mouser calls 
them a T1-1/4 wire terminal lamp) would need the resistor removed to be 
useful. 


My other catalogs (I don't have a Chicago catalog) don't show anything 
closer, so I guess if I bust one I'll have to replace it with the 634.

Fellows, 
I need some advice. I have a Ranger II that has developed a hum 


(physical, like from a transformer T-2 or T-3, not rf) while in the 
‘phone’ switch positiion when the ‘audio’ pot is NOT completely in the 


counterclockwise position. When I crank the audio pot down all the way, 
the hum goes away. This situation occurs when a mic in plugged in or not 
and the same for antennas or ground leads. I've replaced all the 
electrolytics in the unit last year. No resistors look burned, nor is 
there any carbon burnt smell in the unit. I did hear a 'pop' (like a bug 
in a bug zapper) a few days ago, but do not know if the hum developed 
then or not. Probably so though I would guess. The ‘hum' is low level to 
the ear. Have to get up to the rig real close and in a quiet 
environment, but it is deinitely there. 


Any ideas, before this non-technician tears into the Ranger II. My wife 
does not want me to ‘experiment’ too much in the ‘you're gonnna die if 
you touch these wires while grounded' areas of the rig. Says I have alot 
of honey-do's still in the jar before winter sets in.

Hi Robert... first, I would look for anything that does not have voltage on 
it when in CW... that-if it exists-points to an area. Either way, it sounds 
to me like an audio stage with a bad bypass, or oddly microphonic tube... 
try unplugging tubes (remember: HOT HOT [temp & voltages]) in the audio 
section with the gain up, and the hum going on... if you can find ONE tube 
that kills the hum, swap the tube... if it returns, look for a bad 
bypass/electrolytic/etc. around that tube. And if-no, WHEN you find it, let 
me know what it was!

The original 
tube heats up, but does not appear to oscillate. 


Questions: 


1. The currently-installed acorn oscillator tube is soldered in place. Is 
this normal? 


2. Is the 956 an acceptable replacement for the 955. If not, anyone have 
the right tube for sale? 


2. Other than the tube, are there any common faults I should look for? 
Probably someone has been around the block with this set before. 


3. A service/operator manual(s) would be welcome. Anyone want to make a 
copy for compensation?

Let me suggest another possiblility, Robert. Since the hum goes away when 
you turn down the audio gain control, we know that the problem originates 
in the audio circuitry that precedes the gain control. (If it came after 
the gain control, then the hum would not vary with the gain setting.) I 
don't have my Ranger II circuit diagram handy, but I recall vaguely that 
the audio gain control is in the first audio stage, which narrows your 
problem down to one tube and the associated circuitry. Frankly, I doubt a 
bad bypass cap, though it is possible. If it were a bypass cap, then look 
for an electrolytic that bypasses the B+ to the plate of the first audio 
stage. 


I'd think the problem is most likely a bad ground connection to a shield on 
the wire that ties the microphone to the grid of the first audio amplifier. 
Alternately, check your microphone cable for a loose shield connection.
